Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 14-33 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of 
record Grosvenor , teaches a camera initiating a synchronization even itself by 
generating a synchronization signal that is transmitted to the cameras of other users at 
the event who intent to share their pictures and also teaches downloading photographs 
to a repository, however it fails to teach monitoring an area of interest for the presence 
of camera which can be bonded to nor downloading photographs to another users 
camera, these limitations being indicated in claim 14 as "monitoring, at a master device, 
an area of interest for the presence of potential bondable devices", in claim 24 as 
"communicating a plurality of media files from the one or more bonded devices to the 
master device", and in claim 31 as "communicating the media file, the media file 
metadata and the bonded device metadata information from the master device to one or 
more of the bonded devices or to another remote device".
